Portal accounts can have three settings enabled/disabled: Admin, Posting and Video Requests. Commenting is 
permanently enabled on all Portal accounts, but there are two things in your favor: 

#1 Comments will appear as Rank/Title Last Name - CC PD (example: Lt. Pena - Corpus Christi PD). So, if one of your 
colleagues comments it will display as that person's info.

Portal accounts can have three settings enabled/disabled: Admin, Posting and Video Requests. Commenting is 
permanently enabled on all Portal accounts, but there are two things in your favor: 

#1 Comments will appear as Rank/Title Last Name - CC PD (example: Lt. Pena - Corpus Christi PD). So, if one of your 
colleagues comments it will display as that person's info. 

#2 You can establish an SOP for your colleagues. Some SOPs I've seen before: You can only comment if you have been 
given permission. For example: crime prevention officers can comment to provide tips/clarifications, detectives can 
comment if a resident has posted a video and the detective wants a statement from the anonymous resident.

Today, Cl, B1 and A1 had a BMV suspect run from us. We set up a perimeter and began going 
house to house. Thinking...I wanted to use the Ring/Neighbors app to send out a message to the 
only the 3-5 block area to alert the home owners, provide them with details as to what we are 
doing in their neighborhood, a description of who we are looking for and why and provide them 
with instructions on how to assist us in locating the suspect. I spoke with Lt Bintliff today and 
we are both at a loss of exactly how to do this. I also had dispatch call the PIO to see if there 
was a reverse alert or a way to send out a message using Ring/Neighbors. PIO Lt Pena was at a 
loss as well. 
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Understanding that we are in these type of situations a lot- officers in an area, looking for a 
suspect, we should develop a way through Ring/Neighbors to do this. I just don't have the 
knowledge. I will continue to research the Ring app because I believe we can do this. 


I attached what a citizen did on ring today and I would like to be able to replicate what he has 
done.

As you will see on the attachments, someone added a great description and placed the area 
perfectly See Ring 3. I replied to his comments by stated the offender had been arrested. See 
Ring 6. Eventually, someone added that the situation had been resolved and this is on the top of 
Ring 3. 


So, with that being said, is there someone who knows the ins and outs of this program that can 
meet with me to show me the full capability of this program. I might be able to teach myself the 
basics but I would prefer to use the app to its fullest potential.
